Never place yourself in a position 
where your safety belt can slip 
over the top of the tower or mast. 
If you are that high, then there is 
nething to grab on to if you da get 
inta trouble. Your are too highs 
so step down a step or two. 


Never climb when the weather is 
unsettled. It may not be lightning 
at your QTH yet, but it has to start 
some place, and your tower might 

be that place. 


Don’t put antenna hardware in your 
mouth. One local had a mouth full 
of hardware and was looking up when 
he accidently swallowed some of it. 
Things got real scary real quick. 


lf you ever do find yourself in 
trouble on a tower, just stop, hang 
on real tight; and look around and 
assess the situation. Chances are, 
the situation is not quite as bad 
as you first thought. 


Never try to lift more that you cna 
while on a tower. Your strength is 
much less on a tower because you are 
never standing upright and you are 
never fully relaxed. Don’t bite 

off more than you can chew. Let the 
gin-pole rope do the heavy work! 


Mainly», just use cammon sense, think 
before you move and don’t panic. I 
hope your plans work out and 1711 

be thinking of you when I belt on 

at 19 feet next month because you 
can bet that my thoughts are already 
on thase longer booms and more 
elements.
